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Another year has rolled around with the army of glad lovers steadily and swiftly 
increasing. This flower is fast becoming by far the most popular flower. Those who once 
grow glads very seldom desert them for any other flower tho the number of gladiolus 
growers is constantly being increased by recruits from the ranks of those who have 
been devoted to other flowers. Once a glad lover, always a glad lover And the number 
who grow glads for the first time is being increased by the thousands every year. This 
is not to be wondered at as there can be nothing easier to grow and produce reasonably 
good flowers and yet they respond to good culture and with very little extra effort 
give wonderful results. 

No flower has such an almost infinite number of colors and combinations o1 colors 
and such a variety of forms and physical characteristics. In gladiolus you can get any- 
thing you want for any purpose from the very small Cainty prims suitable for the most 
artistic and dainty corsage or table decoration to the immense varieties suitable for 
exhibition or garden decoration. 

There is a fascination about growing glads that becomes a hobby, then a craze. 
There are five stages of interest in growing ‘glads.’ First you just grow them as an 
amateur, same as you would any other flower. Then as your interest in them increases 
you become a “fan,” then a “bug,” then a “nut,” then finally a “fiend... When you 
reach this final stage you are hopeless. You think of “glads”’ all day, dream of them at 
night, spend every available minute of your time in the garden, talk of them, visit the 
shows, read all the catalogs and spend all your money on them. You will look lovingly 
at the last flower in the fall, will handle over your bulbs in the winter time and will 
hardly be able to wait till you can lovingly plant the bulbs in the spring. From then till 
the first bloom appears is a period of happy anticipation. When finally the spikes of 
bloom begin to appear you are in heaven. 

Everyone needs a hobby and I know of no more interesting one or one in which 
you can get more pleasure than in growing glads and | do not except even the golf 
enthusiast. 

If you have never grown glads you should surely make a start this year even if 
only with a “collection” of unlabeled varieties. ] don’t think the same amount of money 
invested in any other garden flower will give you nearly as much garden pleasure. 


BLOOMING DATES, as given in some catalogs are rather misleading though 
they do give some idea of the time it takes a variety to bloom from the time it is planted. 
The trouble is that all bulbs of a certain size in any one variety do not bloom at the 
same time. Varieties differ in this respect. In some varieties all bulbs of a certain 
size will bloom out quickly while in others they bloom over a long period. Then bulbs 
planted late will bloom some later, tho not correspondingly later than the early planted 
ones. In some parts of the country too it takes them longer to bloom than in other 
places. In this catalog | mention if a variety is early or late. Where the date is not 
mentioned they are mostly midseason. 


FOR A LONG BLOOMING SEASON, you should plant both early and late 
varieties along with the midseason. Some varieties will bloom in 60-70 days while 
others require 100-120 days. Midseason varieties bloom in from 75-90 days. Then 
smaller sizes will bloom later than the !arge bulbs. It is a good plan to plant more 
than one size of early and midseason varieties and perhaps both No. | or No.2 and No. 
3 of the late varieties but if your season is rather short do not plant small sizes of the 
late varieties for bloom. It is all right to plant them to produce bulbs for next season. 
If the season is too short for the small sizes to bloom they will! usually produce very 
nice large bulbs that would be at their very best for the next year. 


THE BEST VARIETY, in acertain color. I am often asked this. This is mostly 
a matter of opinion. No one variety is best for all purposes. Gladiolus are used for so 
many different purposes that what might be the best for one use would be absolutely 
worthless for another. A person who likes the large exhibition varieties usually abhors 
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the small delicate prims while often those who are partial to the prims look upon the 
large varieties as monstrosities. 

To decide upon the best variety in a color you have to consider the use you have 
for it, whether you want it to bloom early or late. Then it is usually a matter of per- 
sonal opinion. Personally I think Minuet is the finest light lavender ever produced 
and should be included in any list of best ten but other well qualified growers prefer 
Dr. Moody or Berty Snow. Better try out various varieties for yourself and select the 
ones you like to continue to grow. Give the-others away to someone who might like 
them better than you. 


QUALITY OF BULBS. | try to produce as good bulbs as can be grown. I 
think the climate here in New England is especially adapted to produce strong sturdy 
bulbs. My soil is virgin light sandy loam, recently cleared of pine woods. I have to 
use irrigation as my soil dries out badly. Personally I think this is much better than to 
let them get dry and possibly become stunted. Some growers speak as if bulbs grown 
without irrigation were better but I can't see it. It doesn’t seem as if bulbs grown 
without irrigation during the terrible drought that prevailed over a great deal of the 
country the past season can be better than or even as good as those that have had a 
chance to grow and develop. All my bulbs are disinfected with a special formula before 
planting. Have built a large addition to my bulb house the past season with special 
provision for drying my bulbs quickly which is essential for growing good bulbs. 


GUARANTEE. Every bulb is guaranteed to be true to name and healthy. We 
are all human and so subject to mistakes and occasionally a bulb gets by that is not 
right. But in that case don't tell your neighbors but tell me and I will adjust the matter 
to your entire satisfaction. In fact, I guarantee satisfaction. 

I am not only trying to sell bulbs but also make steady customers. My enemies 
(and I probably have some) won't buy of me anyway. The only people to whom I can 
sell the second order are my friends, so | am going to try to make you a friend if you 
will give me a chance. 

The growers as a whole are a fine bunch of fellows and try to do the right thing. 
But there are some who are not so careful as they should be. It is no small job to grow 
several hundred varieties and keep them all absolutely true to name and to send out 
only good healthy bulbs. It requires eternal vigilance and personal supervision to have 
everything satisfactory to the customer. But this is what I try to do, in fact, Guarantee 
to Give Satisfaction. My bulbs this year are the finest I ever had. 


I have grown and sold bulbs for quite a number of years and for the past few 
years my business has increased from 50% a year till last year when it increased nearly 
100%. Even this year in spite of the hard times orders have been coming in way beyond 
any previous year. Though occasionally something might happen to displease a cus- 
poe it looks as if most of my customers were satisfied. If they are not I want to know 
of it. 


ORDER EARLY. There is everything to gain and nothing to lose by ordering 
early. If you wait till spring the chances are that some of the varieties you want are 
already sold out and can’t be found anywhere in the country. Certain varieties always 
are sold out early and no one can tell in advance which varieties they are going to be. 
Sometimes a variety that sells rather slowly one year the next year when it becomes 
known, is a big seller. 

The main reasons for not ordering early are usually procrastination which is a 
habit of most people, or shortage of money, or the hopes that certain varieties will 
drop in price. For procrastination there is no excuse. If you are short of money you 
can make a deposit of 25% or if necessary even less and | will hold the bulbs for you.

About the possibility of certain varieties dropping in price, | usually give extra count 
to make up for any possibility in that direction. If certain varieties in wholesale quan- 
tities should drop I am always perfectly willing to make an adjustment. 

Then again in the spring we are always rushed with orders and just simply can’t 
give the personal attention to the filling of them that we can earlier in the season. 


ABOUT SIZES. As you will see in the price list the bulbs are listed in six sizes. 
If you want the best blooms get No. |. Asa rule these will produce the biggest spikes 
and blooms. The smaller the bulb the smaller the plant and bloom. No. 3 will give 
fine blooms in most varieties. Even No. 4 will produce good blooms in many varieties 
and Nos. 5 and 6 will bloom in some varieties, but will be much smaller. If you are 
growing for increase, get Nos. 4, 5, or 6. These are all grown from bulblets and will 
produce more bulblets than older bulbs as a rule. Generally bulbs two years old from 
bulblets are considered the best for bloom. That is what Nos. 1, 2 and 3 usually are . 


BULBLETS. For those who can't afford to buy high priced bulbs and are willing 
to wait a year or two and want to “grow their own’ so as to get them cheaper a good 
way is to buy bulblets. Occasionally a variety will bloom from bulblets the first year, 
but it usually takes two years to get a good bloom. BUT | want it distinctly understood 
that I do not replace bulblets if they do not grow. The bulblets of some varieties 
nearly all grow but in most kinds you cannot depend on more than 75 or 80% and in 
some kinds it takes expert treatment to make any germinate. So that if you buy one or 
two high priced bulblets of any variety and they do not grow it is your loss. Different 
conditions also have a great deal to do with the germination of bulblets. You would 
propel, have good luck growing them but you have to take your chances the same as 

O. 


PRICES, TERMS, ETC. Unfortunately there are all kinds of prices in this 
gladiolus business. Often growers just starting in think they have got to sell cheap in 
order to sell at all and they do, but usua!ly their stock is very small, so that their prices 
should not effect prices in general. It is part of my business to keep track of prices and 
if I find well known reliable growers are selling for less than I am, I will put in extra 
bulbs to make up the difference. Don’t hesitate about prices. Just send in your orders 
and | will see that you get your money's worth. Then it is worth a little more to get 
bulbs from a grower who you know produces good stock and is willing and eager to 
make things right if anything should turn out wrong. 

I have a lot of orders from people who say they can buy certain items for little 
less money than | sell them at, but they know it is worth the small extra price to be 
sure they are getting good bulbs and to know that if anything goes wrong that I will 
make it right. 

I cannot accept orders for less than $1.00. I lose money on orders of less than $1.00, 
in fact make very little on orders of less than $2.00; not enough to pay for the bother. 
But I know that a lot of beginners don’t want tospend somuch so will accept orders for 
$1.00. But just wait until these beginners get the “Glad Bug.”’ Then is when I make 
my money. 


EXTRAS ON ORDERS. On cash orders of $2.00 to $5.00 you can select 5% 
extra in bulbs of your own choosing; $5.00 to $25.00 you can select 10%; $25.00 to 
$50.00, 15%; and $50.00 to $100.00 and over, 20% extra. 


These discounts do not apply on quantities priced per thousand. Also they do

MIXTURES. I do not advise an advanced amateur ever to buy a mixture of 
glads. And they usually will not. It is so much more fun to keep the kinds separate 
and learn to know them all by name, learn the different characteristics of the various 
varieties. Then if there is one you especially like and you want to get more you know 
what it is you want. 

But there are thousands of people who have gardens, who want a few glads and 
have not yet got the “bug” and so do not want to bother with keeping the kinds sep- 
arate. For these people I have a mixture that is especially good. It contains at least 
forty varieties, good ones in many different shades. These are mixed as the orders come 
in, so if you prefer more of one shade and less of others’ I can mix them that way. If 
you do not like reds I can leave them out and the same with other colors. If you leave 
it to me | will give you a fine assortment of at least forty kinds in the collections of 
50 or more bulbs. Bulbs are at least 1 inch to 2 inches in diameter and not the little 
14 inch bulbs put out by some growers. 


THIS IS MY NO. 1 COLLECTION. They are priced at $3.00 for 100 bulbs,

There has been so much written about new varieties and such extravagant claims 
made for varieties that did not pan out that I hesitate to tell the truth about Picardy. 

I honestly believe this to be the finest pink variety ever produced. Tho it some- 
times opens as many as 10 blooms at a time, the finest spike of bloom I ever saw was 
a spike of Picardy with 8 open; only 8, which is not many in comparison with the 15 
or 20 of W. H. Phipps, But Oh! what blooms they were; 6 inches and over across, 
perfect placement and by far the most wonderfully beautiful color anyone ever saw in 
a pink gladiclus. The colored picture on the cover of this catalog falls far short of doing 
the variety justice. This variety does not simply produce a great mass of color like a 
few of the older varieties but it has character and grace and distinction in every line 
It has the grace of the finest prim and the size of the best exhibition type. 

It has been shown at only 4 or 5 shows but it was the sensation of every show where 
it appeared. At Des Moines some of the growers looked at it and thought it was too 
good to be true. They said it was beautiful but they didn’t believe it would stand the 
sun. The fact is that in the 3 years it has bloomed it has never been known to fleck or 
burn in the sun. | did have one spike that flecked a little after a hard rain but the 
sun does not hurt it. 

For the Atlantic City Show | had only 2 or 3 small late spikes and a few bulblet 
spikes that Mr. Palmer sent down. These were out of water nearly 2 days but opened 
up beautifully. 

I took one spike to Atlantic City that was cut in tight bud, showing no color at 
all. It did not show, color for two days but on the eighth day it opened it’s first flower, 
several buds were showing color and it was practically as good as if opened on the 
plant. A variety that will do this and has all the other good qualities that Picardy 
has certainly ought to make good as a commercial variety. 

For exhibition there is nothing that can touch it in its class, for home decoration 
it is superior to any pink | have ever seen and as a commercial it will surely wake up: 
the florists who are too prone to stick by the old varieties that have been outclassed 
for some time. 

I think there is a limit to the size which glads should be to make good commercial 
varieties. The greatest opportunity for improvement I think is in beauty of color and 
gracefulness. 

In these respects J. W. Crow says Picardy is the greatest advance in many years.

A. B. KUNDERD. (K) (Com) Cream, tinted pink, cerise lines on light yellow lip. 
Large and very heavily ruffled and has good substance. A beautiful variety and always 
in demand. 

ADA DE POY (Sal) (Ex) (Com) (Prim) Clear apricot with bronze shadings. 
Tall plant with long spikes of bloom. 6-8 open, ruffled. Very pretty. One of the finest 
prims. 

A. E. KUNDERD. (K) (Dec) Very large salmon pink with rose red blotch. 
Heavily ruffled. Called the glorified Marshall Foch. Flowers are larger then Marshall 
Foch. Little darker and not so many open at a time. 


AFLAME. (Horn) (Ex) (Com) (Prim. Grand) Begonia rose shading to bright 
orange flame near the edge. Back of petals even brighter than the front. Extremely 
large. Often six inches or more across. Six or more blooms open at a time.. This is one 
of the very finest varieties on the market for any purpose. It is here to stay. 


AIDA. (Pr) (Ex) (Com) Very deep blue with small reddish lilac blotch. Large 
flowers, several open, strong stem and extremely early. Wonderful propagator. Per- 
haps the finest and nearest to a real dark blue of any variety on the market. 


ALBATROSS. (Pr) (Ex) (Com) Very large pure white with several blooms 
open at a time. One of the very finest whites. 

ALPHEUS. (Errey) (Ex) (Dec) Light salmon with red blotch. Long spike 
with eight or ten good size well placed blooms open. A beautiful color. 

ALLEN V. BUNCE. (BiLL) (Ex) (Dec) (Prim. Grand.) Very vivid orange with 
red lines in the throat. Very showy variety. 


AL SMITH (K) (Com) Very early, tall salmon rose. Pretty. 
AMBROSIA. (K) (Dec) Old rose. Beautiful new shade. Tinged with dark salmon. 


AMETHYST. (Errey) (Ex) (Com) Deep lavender with darker throat blotch. 
8-10 well placed blooms open. Ruffled. Distinctive shape. A very beautiful variety. 
One of the best. 


ANGEL’S DREAM. (E:tis) (Ex) (Dec) Large light pink. Many open. Fine. 
Stems sometimes weak. 


ANNIE LAURIE. (Brown) (Com) (Dec) Heavily ruffled delicate pink overlaid 
with light rose pink. Light purplish lines in the throat. 4-6 medium size distinct shaped 
blooms open at a time. Strong grower fine propagator. A very beautiful gladiolus and 
one that is especially adapted to florists uses. It is a very distinctive variety and one 
that is good both for the home garden and one that can be used for any purpose that 
a florist could want it for. Have very strong recommendations from some of the leading 
florists of the country as to its value in floral work. You must see it to appreciate it. 


ANTIONE. (K) (Dec) Clear, deep ruffled yellow. Medium size. Probably about 
the deepest shade of clear yellow found in any glad. 


The Mother Machrees that you gave me were 
the grandest thing anyone could wish to look at. They grew very tall and massive. 
One bloom, when we cut it, had 10 perfectly placed blooms open at a time and 12 buds 
yet to come out.

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ANTONIA ANTONETTE. (K) (Dec) Soft salmon rose. Several good size blooms 
open. Long spikes but rather short stem 


APRICOT GLOW. (PatmeR) (Com) (Dec) (Prim. Grand.) Clear warm 
apricot shade fading a little as it stands but still a beautiful color. Seldom flecks. The 
color is very similar to Gloriana but the blooms are much larger, wider open. Stems 
are stronger, always holding the flower erect. Grows five to five and one-half feet high 
or more and can be cut with a good stem without cutting off a lot of the leaves as is 
necessary with many varieties. Though it has large flowers it has the grace and beauty 
of the finest prim. 


I have shipped many of these to the florists in Boston and New York where it is 
extremely well liked for florist work. Have some very fine testimonials as to its value 
in floral work. 


Apricot Glow is also a very valuable variety in breeding work. Mr. Palmer has 
used it with Emile Aubrun as a seed parent and as a pollen parent and he has produced 
some of the most beautiful seedlings I ever saw. It is a parent of Picardy, Bagdad and 
several other very fine seedlings that are not named yet. [ do not have time todo any hy- 
bridizing myself but if I were going to. Apricot Glow would surely be one of the vareities 
I would use extensively. If Apricot Glow had never amounted to anything except as 
a parent of Picardy it would have served its purpose. 


AVE MARIA. (Pr) (Ex) (Com) Large flower. Light blue with small purplish 
blotches. 7-8 very large well placed blooms open. Though a light blue it is much darker 
than Heavenly Blue and others of that class. A fine variety. 


BAGDAD. (See page 5). 


BEAUTY FLOWER. (K) (Dec) A deep rose with large deep red blotch bordered 
with speckles of the same color on a cream ground. Spots of the same speckling on upper 
and side petals. Distinctive and pretty. 


BENGAL TIGER. (Pratt) (Ex) (Com) Large oriental red with almost black 
stripes. Odd but very pretty and very popular. 


BERTY SNOW. (Mair) (Ex) (Com) Pinkish lavender. Large well placed 
flowers and a long spike. A magnificent varietv when it comes clear but often flecks. 
Some consider this the finest lavender. Great exhibition variety. Good propagator. 


BETTY NUTHALL. (Sat) (Ex) (Com) Warm coral pink with pale yellow 
throat markings. Some call it an orange but personally I can’t see it that way except 
that in a mass at a distance it has a slight orange tinge. Several large well placed flowers 
open. Grows five to five and one-half feet high with wonderfully strong heavy foliage. 
Late. 


I cannot say toomuch about this variety as a coming commercial. I shipped quite 
a lot of blooms this year to the Baltimore market that brought the highest price. My 
wholesaler said the florists liked it extremely well and he wanted me to grow a lot for 
another year. As a commercial flower I don't think there has been anything better in- 
troduced in several years. Bound to be extremely popular both with the amateur 
growers and those who grow for market. You cannot go wrong on this variety. 


BILL SOWDEN. (Fattu) (Ex) (Com) An extremely large massive deep blood 
red. Sometimes the blooms are seven inches or more across. Petals curled back. This 
is the most outstanding red I have seen in some time. Creates a sensation wherever 
shown. Have only very little stock. Most of my stock will not be released till next 
year. Good propagator. 


BLANCHE BOLLINGER. (KX) (Dec) Ruffled old rose striped lighter.

Somewhat similar in color to Mrs. Pendleton but colors more con- 
trasty. Tall spike with 8-10 large perfectly placed blooms open. Strong grower. Very 
fine. Was scored 98 at the Boston Show a few years ago. 

BLUE TORCH. (Horn) (Com) Light blue somewhat similar to Rev. Ewbank 
in color but more bluish. Larger flowers and straight spikes. Several open. 

BLUSHES OF CREAM. (K) (Com) Light creamy pink, canary yellow throat. 
Several open. One of Kunderd's best. 

BOBBY. (K) (Dec) Large deep rose with purplish red blotch. Very fine. 

BRIDAL VEIL. (Austin) (Com) (Dec) Ruffled white with greenish buds. 
Several well placed blooms open. A very nice distinctive white. 

BYRON L. SMITH. (K) (Ex) (Com) Pale lavender pink or pinkish lavender 
with cream throat. Eight or more blooms open. Fine variety when well grown. 

CABERNET. (MertzNeR) (Dec) Bluish wine color. Fine smoky. Odd and 
distinct. 

CALIFORNIA. (Kirci) (Dec) Orange. Large blooms on tall very strong grow- 
ing plant. A very fine massive orange variety. 

CANBERRA. (Errey) (Ex) (Dec) Very tall plant, long spikes of clear yellow.

(VettHuys) (Com) (Dec) An early light pink of “dif- 
ferent’ shade. Light rose or deep shrimp pink. Several large blooms open. Very fine 
grower and propagator. | feel sure that if you try this that you will like it. 

CATHERINE COLEMAN. (CoLEMAN) (Ex) (Com) Clear salmon rose with 
purplish pencilings on lower petals. Several large well placed blooms open at a time. 
Tall straight plant. One of the best. 

CATTLEYA ROSE. (K) (Dec) Large ruffled flower of an orchid rose shade 
different from any other. Creamy yellow on lower petals.

An old variety but still one of the very best, either for home or garden or for commercial 
purposes. 

CRINKLES. (K) (Dec) Heavily ruffled dark pink. Hardly ever enough of these 
bulbs to supply the demand. An old variety but still popular.

(Pr) (Ex) (Com) Pale sky blue with few dark blue lines 
in the throat. 8-10 good sized blooms open. Though rather pale, I consider it the finest 
light blue variety.

HELEN HOWARD. (Austin) (Dec) Bronzy buff with amber yellow throat 
with several blooms open.

(D) (Dec) Large ruffled flesh pink with flame red 
blotch covering nearly the whole of the 3 lower petals. Long spike very showy and fine.
